AND SCHOOLS IN THE TWIN CITIES. 

The adjournment motion given notice of by Sri Ravi Narayana 
Reddy, Sri Ch. Rajeswara Rao and Sri B. Dharmabiksham reads as 
follows: — 

"Unc'er the rules of procedure of our Legislature, we move the 
following motion of adjournment: — 

'This House stands adjourned to discuss the following matter o* 
urgent public Importance: 

'The University authorities and the State Government have 
closed down all the educational institutions in Hyderabad and Sccun- 
derabad consequent on the college students' agitation against the fee 
increase by the University. The demand of the College students of the 
Osmania University area to bring their fees to the old level is quite 
a genuine and legitimate demand. The University authorities could 
and should have solved the problem in favour of the students. The 
situation arising out of -the closure of the colleges and schools is extra- 
ordinary and is causing immense alarm and agitation to the people and 
parents of the State/ " 

Sri Vavilala Gopalakrishnayya's adjournment motion reads thus:- 

"I hereby give notice of my intention to ask for leave to move 
a motion for the adjournment of the business of the Assembly und-r 
Rule 63 of the Andhra Pradesh Legislative Assembly Rules for the

The Andhra Pradesh (Telangan a Area) Tenancy and Agricultural 
Lands (Validation) Ordinance, 1961. 

The Deputy Chief Minister (Sri K. V. Hanga Reddy):~l lay on the 
Table under the provisions of Article 213 (2) (a) of the Constitution, a
